A LAY SERMON. 
“GAN & MAID FORGET HER ORNAMENTS OB A

The theme of my discourse last Sunday was 
Charity, and while I sali endeavor, in my ser- 
mon of to-day, to avoid giving offense to any, 1 
hardly dare hope that all of my hearers will ac- 
quit me of the charge of uncharitabieness.

MRS. MAGCIE VAN COTT, 
_ THE CHAMPION WOMAN PREACHER. 

The greatest female preacher of the age is 
now in Chicago, and is advertised to spend at 
least the next month in the work of evangelizing 
the city. Hername has gone over the whole 
country; and ber success as a revivalist is prob- 
ably not second to any masculine preacher in 
her own denomination, The members of the 
Methodist Church converted by her persuasive 
eloquence are counted by several thousands, 
although she has been engaged ia the work but 


Beven years. 

Mrs. Van Cott was born in 1830, and is there- 
fore 45 vears of age. She was brought up in 
New York City, in a home which was in easy cir- 
cumstances, and married when quite young, 
against her mother’s wishes, Mr. Peter Van Cott, 
who died about the year 1866, of pulmonary con- 
sumption. She has borne two children, both 
girls, one of whom died in infancy. The other 
survives, and has attained to womanhood. 

For several years, while Mr. Van Cott was de- 
clining in health, the wife had to undertake and 
carry on her husband's business, which was the 
ageucy for a wholesale drug house in New York. 
In this work she had a@ wagon fitted up with 
‘ample drugs, which she drove about Staten 
Island and Long Island during the day, return- 
ing to her sick busband at night. She guc- 
ceéded remarkably, however, and developed 
gréat business capacity, Without the advicr of 
het husband, she determined, after a little to 
compound her own drugs, and thus to save the 
commissions of the jobber. In this she also 
succeeded, transforming her home into a real 
chemical laboratory. But she found the com- 
pounding and the selling were two classes of 
bupiness that could ouly be well done by two 
clasges of people, and so she abandoned the 
aldmbic, and devoted herself to the commercial 
brauch of the business, After a time, the agent 
of the Singer Sewing Machine Company, dis- 
coyéring her talents in business, prevailed upon 
her to take up the sale of thes®é machines, In 
this work she also succeeded, making about 
$1,000 in nine months. 

Before the death of her husband, her 
remarkable capacity for religious develop- 
ménut began to appear. She was brought 
up asa member of the Protestant Episcopal 

jurch, but one day a good Methodist class- 
leader, knowing her skill in singing, invited her 
to attend the class-meeting. She gave an em- 
phatic refusal, accompanied with a sort of a 
turning up of the nore af such a proposition 
from a lowly Methodist!) But the Methodist 
brother fiuall¥ prevailed upon her to go, promis- 
ing not.to call apon her to speak, if she would 
lead the singing. While in the classsmeeting 
a impressible 6 sou! was stirred by the related 

xperiences, and she also spoke, and in such a 
manuer a8 to astonish and delight the class and 
ite leader. She began to like the Methodists, 
and at length appled for admission to the body. 
She was offered full membership from the start, 
but peeeeress she said, to work ber way in from 
the lowest ranks—the probationers. 

Hier way inco the ministry has been a. road 
which she had not foreseen before it was trav- 
eled. Her whole youth was imbued with the be- 
lief that it was a shame for a woman to preach. 
Bat her daughter was asked one day to go to the 
Five Points Mission, New York, to play for the 
degraded outcasis there. She at first revolted at 
the idea; but at length consented, and deter- 
mined to go herself also. When there she sug- 
gested to the leader a revival of the Mission, and 
be prevailed upon Mrs. Van Cott to undertake it. 
She did 60, and her success was perfect. Soon 
after this she was in a little town near Newburg, 
N. Y., aod was called upon to speak. She com- 

and, after much urging, took tbe 

Her addresses drew large crowds 

, apd a great revival there first 
conscious of a new ower, 

She enthusiastically follawed this new line of 

effort with great success éverywhere; and, at 
length, in 1869, was granted a local preacher’ 5 
license by a Quarterly Conference in New York. 

Since then she bas preached in nearly all the 

larger cities of the Union, 

She is a large, powerfu!, good-looking woman. 
Bishop Haven, an intelligent critic, dwelling 
upon some of the elements of her success, says: 

‘Her dress is elegant to the top of propriety, 
but not a whit beyond. Not one lady io 4 thou- 
eand equals ber in that French how-to-do-it gift 
of appropriate dress at once unnoticed and most 
noticeable.” James Redpath is quoted as say- 
ing that *‘Mre. Van. Oott is the best dressed 
womaa that appears on the platform.” But this, 
it should be remembered, was before an other 
woman had made a similar claim. Mrs. VanCott’s 
eloquence appears to defy analysis and explana- 
tion. Critics all differ about the reason why she 
exercises such a power over ber hearers. She 
has no systematic theology, and little learning, 
vetshe ‘brings more sheaves” with her than 
the most skilled rhetorician of the schools. Her 
earpestness, ber dramatic power, her magnificent 
physique, are dwelt upon as factors of her suc- 
cess; and they no doubt are; but do not produce 
it wholly, 

There ia little wonder that her brethren of the 
sterner sex are, jealous of her. The common 
ppapte hear her Pladly ; but the scribes and el- 

ers reluct. The latter quote sayings of Paul 
in regard to women preachers, and say her p a 
productions are unfinished and incomplete, 
friends respond that the sermons of Peter and 
Stephen were unfisished also; and that, in fact, 


the most finished sermons are not always the. 


most impressive, 

Mrs, Van Cott has applied to several confer- 
ences to be ordained as a regular traveling 
Methodist minister; but the Bishops ruhng the 
votes of the ministry have been against her 
hitherto, It is pow uhderstood that her friends 
will insist upon a deliverance by the next Gen- 
eral Conference as to the propriety of ordaining 
female ministers in the Methodist Episcopal 

Church, While Susan B. Anthony carries the 
bauner. of woman-suffiage, and Mrs, Stanton 
that of woman representation, while Anna 
Dickineon, has won for woman the lectnrer’s 
platform, and Mrs. Safford-Biake has broken 
down the prejudices against women physicians ; 
Mrs. Van Cott, though, without conscious refer- 
ence perhaps to the question of the progress of 
woman, has struck some tremendous blows at 
the hoary belief that masculine Pauls and 
Apollos are to have a perpetual monopoly of the 
evangelist’s pulpit.

But if a state 
of revival is the best state for the Church, and if a 
revival is most effectually promoted by a practical 
obliteration of denominatidnal distinctions and differ- 
ences, might it not be well formally and perpetually 
to abate these differences? This is a qupstion that 
needs to be answered, This is the point on which 
information is wanted, Pérhaps, when we get at: the 
exact truth of the matter, & will be seen that it is the 
eectarian walls which we qurselves have oo which 
alone have prevented us from taking the modern 
Jericho of sin and unbelief,

MUSIC, 
THE OPERA. 

The opera season is over and the troupe is 
now on the way to St. Louis, where it is booked 
fora week. It will afterwards appear in Louie- 
ville, Indianapolis, and other cities, slowly 
working ite way back to New York in time for 
the spring season afier Lent. The season has 
given us “ Traviata,” “Lucia,” * Faust” twice, 
“Lohengrin” three times, *“‘Ernani,” “Mig- 
pon,” “ Aida,” “Barber of Seville,” “Sonnam- 
bula,” “ Nozze di Figaro,” and Marchetti’s new 
opera, “Ruy Bias,”"—io all fourteen perform- 
ances. Of these performances, “ Lucia,” ‘* Lo- 
hengrin” (considering ite difficulties), ‘Mig- 
pon,” and ‘“‘Sonunambula” were exceptionally 
excellent, and the remainder were fully up to 
the average quality of operatic representations. 
The season has, furthermore, developed six first- 
tlass artiste—Albani, Heilbron, Cary, Carpi, 
Tagliapietra, Del Puente. Thé remainder, Do- 
padio, Maresi, Benfratelli, Debassini, Fiorini, 
boolara, aid Hall, although exéellént in some 
particulars, can hardly be set down as 


fret class. The prominent féature of the 
season has been the evenness, smooth- 
pees, oid finish of the performances.

Some literary and musicai Romans are desir- 
ous of compiling a biographical, critical memoir 
of the late celebrated Muzio Clementi. 

A cnrious little work by a French. physician, 
Dr. Chomet, on “The Influence of Music on 
Health and Disease,” is announpoed. The book 
is very readable, being cleverly French, and ite 
author propounds some startling theories. For 
instance, he snggests that we and the rest of 
nature are full of @ musical or sonorous fluid, in 
which the influence of sound ip exerted, and in 
the possession of which different people differ 
in quantity and quality; and he does not mean 
whistling, which is sometimes exhilarating in 
this way. But the vifh of this book is found in 
the practical application which proposes a mu- 
sical cure for disease, and the learned writer ex- 
patiates vivaciougly on what diseases it is neces- 
sary to fiddls at, and what to play the flute over, 
and for which symphonies are better, and for 
which banjo variations. The only difficulty 
about the little volume 1s, lest a large proportion 
of people will soou be falling sick, that Thomas’ 
orchestra may be hired by indulgent parents to 
come and play them well. 

A musical journal of Milan gives a list of the 
new operas brought out in Italy during 1874; the 
number is thirty-five, being an intrease on the 
precedjog year, when it was only twenty-four, 
while im 1872 fifty-two were produced.

These schemes represent ordinary daily exercise of the 
voice, Which should always be atie to sing a third 
higher or lower than here represénted, that it may 
never be summoned to trespass upon ite extreme 
limit. It will be observed tuat in the first choral 
scheme, the soprano and alto ere just a fifth apart ; 
tenor and base in the same relation; again, that the 
soprano and tenor are an Octave &paft—as also are 
alto atid base. In the dramatic echeme, the ten voices 
range an interval of a third apart ; the exme relation of 
an octave existe in all male and cortesponding female 
voices ; @. g.—basso profundo and vontralto, baritone 
and meszo soprano, the members of each pair an 
octave apart,

MANAGERIAL INCONSISTENCY, 

ETHIOPIA ON THE STAGE AND IN THE THEATRE. 

Did it ever occur to the jindefatigable manager 
who catere for all classes of people without re- 
gard to age, sex, color, or previos condition, 
either of servitude jor of religiots training, that 
he sometimes commits the most astonishing 
| inconsistencies ? Indeed, Bo grayoly does he con- 
tradict liimeelf, with such sublime indifference 
to the unities doés be cross his own tracks, that 
he frequently becomes a phend@menon of impu- 
dence or a marvel! of managerial blindness. Thuis 
only upon the hypdthesis that the theatre ie the 
handmaid of she ehurch, 4s it modestiy ciaims to 
be. The alternative that the management bave 
no other object in view buat t© make money, 


one paturally rejects, because, ag a gen- 
eral tiling, theatrical managers do not 
make money. Therefore their motive must be 


sought elsewhere. They endédvor to instill into 
the simple mind of man, reduved wt a proper 
condition of receptiveness by the, kneading 
process of a day's labor, through the medium of 
eye aud ear, of poetry and prose, of blue fire 
and red, of picture and climax, of language anid 
attitude, certain cardinal virtue’ samined tp by 
sages of old as seven,—that was belore arith 
metic bad made much headway, Or the virtués 
had become so onmerous as they ate at present, 
—and a corresponding contempt, and even ab- 
horreace, of such principles as are not included 
among the virtues’ aforesaid, To do 
which they  prpsent upoh the stage 
| gertain plays conjaiming certain dramatis per- 
sone (for the most part caricatures of mankiad 
in this its post-simian stage of development), 
saying and doing certain things as if goverened 
by a set of prifcipies more or léss perfecsly 
attuced to the virtues or vices whieh the play is 
supposed to emphasize. 

né theory is most excellent.ib itg conception, 
bus bow about ite iilustratign ? ‘Ibe hero 
leaves his wife nowadays, with a@ glowiug eulogy 
upon the beadtieb of chastity, loudly applauded 
by that motlest creature and hef geutieman 
lover. While he leaves the rooth on his way to 
caress bis mistress, the glow of virtue fades out 
in the precions pair of auditors. ‘The lilies 
and languors of virtue ” are * changed in a trice” 
for those equally acceptable (on tue stage) pro- 
ducts of civilization,—‘‘the raptures aud roses 
of vicé.” Then comes a catastrophe, of course, 
usually a duel, in which reluciagt Nemosis gets 
up and vawns @ protest, and goes to sleep again ; 
there iollows & general cobdonation, and lo! the 
lilies blooin agaiu as thouga by *+Sharou's shady 
rill,” the rose-leaves are swept away (and bottled 
for future use in hours of “ jonéliness” and 
‘marital neglect"), and the limpid current df 
their yirtuous hves flows purely to tne sea as 
though the feculent sediment had all been trans- 
formed into “ sparkling gems of purest ray 
serene.” 

As a moral lesson, we eall ttiis inconsistent. 
But perhaps we mustake the Manager's meaning, 
overlook the author's deduction, and are widely 
led astray aa to the actual duties of social life. 
Duritig the past week thére liave been upon 
the boards of two stock theatres in this city 
two dramas, drained and filtered from popular 
hovels of a day cone by forever,—of a day wher 
man held man asa breathing chattel, destitute | 
of the common instincts of the animal kingdom, 
—a@ purchasdble commodity to cit and slash, to 
plant aud reap grain, to feed, to,fatten, and to 
use for dollara and other ignoble objects. The 
novels were pamphlets ; not politica), but social; 
pamphlets such as were many Of the works of 
Charlies Dickens; lite “Oliver Twist,” 
directed against the abuses of miu- 
nicipal charity; like “ Littie Dorrist,” like 
“Bleak House,” like many others. The burden 
of theif gong was that of the grandest event in 
history,—-*‘ liberty, equality, fraternity, and the 
rights of man.” This was the war-cry of armed

BARTLEY CAMPBELL’S NEW IRISH PLAY. 

Bartley Campbell, the author of many plays in 
many acts, and regarded by many as the coming 
Boucicault, has completed; another play. We 
dono propose to criticise in atlvance a piece not 
yet acted, but satisfy the devouring curiosity 
which of course every readet must snffer, by 
giving the following synopsized history of the 


play:

At this 
point Kelley, looking up, sees Conner, who has been 
gent hither by Ann, standing on a ledge of rocks in 
the moonlight, and the sudden thought of destroying 
the girl's character occurs to him, At once his plead- 
ing gives place to reproaches, and the declaration that 
he could never marry a girl who could under any cir- 
cunistances sully ber honor, Not understanding the 
import of words that to ber are incomprehensibis, 
Mary attempta to foreé an explatation, but is fros- 
trated by Aeligy bidding ber a hasty adieu, and rushing 
off, . Then follows the meeting of thé lovers, (Conner,

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FINANCIAL CONDITION OF THE CITY. 
We make no apology for again inviting 


charter-provisions, and official neglect have 
produced. The City Government is prohib- 
ited by law from increasing its funded debt 
above what it was in 1870. Nevertheless, in 
addition to that funded debt, it is largely in 
Brrears. Its certificates of indebtedness are 
for sale by the brokers: and bankers. We do 
not place the responsibility for this condition 
of things on the present city officers and City 
Council, except that they do not make any 
serious effort whatever to meet the legal dif- 


© ‘ticulties which embarrass the city, or to arrest 


The Qity Government labors under severa) 
serious legal difficulties. The fiscal year of 
1876 will begin on the ist of April next. 

| the succeeding ninety days the Coun- 
cil will make the appropriations for the year 
beginning April, 1875, and ending March 31, 
1876. The assessment for 1875 will be oom- 
pleted some time in September or October 
next, the rate of taxation will be declared in 
November, and the taxes will commence to be 
payable in December, but no judgment for 
unpaid taxes; and no sale of property can be 
had before July or August, 1876. Thus, the 
entire fiscal year of 1875-6, and three or four 
months of the next year, will expire before 
‘the city will receive its revenue under the 
tax levy. In the meantime all the appropria- 
tions made for the year will be expended out 
of the revenue collected from the levy of 
‘taxes for 1874. As the appropriations for 
1875-'6 will be half a million of dollars greater 
than those for 1874-’5, and as half a million of 
@vilars of taxes of this year will not be col- 
lected, there will be an aidition to the de- 
ficiency of one million of dollars. This is 
on the assumption that all the real-estate 
taxes are collected. But if the owners, 
knowing the law to be defective, omit to pay 
their real-estate taxes, then the city will have 
to purchase tax-certificates to the amount of, 
gay, a million of dollars, and the deficit be- 


tax to cover this deficiency. If it

is im tax-certificates, there is no power any- 
‘where to levy another tax to make good the 
' déficiency, which remains a ‘“‘fioat- 
ing” debt against the city. All this is thor- 
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other uses for their money omitted to pay 
their taxes, and the Comptroller, instead of 
the cash, holds certificates of the sale of the 
property. But, in the event’ the city wins 
those appealed cases, a new difficulty arises, 
which is thus stated by Mr. Francis Apams, 
Assistant Corporaten Counsel: ‘*To illus- 
trate: Last summer application was made to 
the County Coart for judgment against delin- 
quent lands for the taxes of 1873; the Court 
(Judge Waxtace) refused judgment, and the 
city appealed to the Supreme Court. Now, 
if the Supreme Court shall reverse the judg- 
ment of the County Court and remand the 
application, it will stand for, hearing de novo 
in the Coutty Court. In-ecase the County 
Court in such new hearing should overrule 
the objections and render judgment for the 
city, then there is no provision in the stat- 
utes of the State authorizing a sale of such 
delinquent property on the judgment thus 
obtained.” 

This defect of the general law must be 
corrected at once by an amendment thereto, 
or nota dollar of the appealed taxes can be 
collected in case the city wins the suit before 
the Supreme Court. The State has a general 
law for the collection of State, county, and 
township taxes. It provides that any city 
may forego its own system of tax assessment 
and collection, and have all its revenne col- 
lected, with the State and county tates, by 
the one machinery and the one officer. Sec- 
tions 122 and 127 of the General Law read: 

The proper authorities of towns, townships, 
and incorporated cities, shail annually, before the sec- 
ond Tuesday in August, certify to the County Clerk the 
several amounts which they reqmre to be raised by 
taxation, The said Clerks shall estimate antl deter- 
mine the rate per cent upon the proper valuation 

» « + that will produce the net amount of the sev- 
eral sums that shall be required or certified to them 
according to law, 

Under this law the Common Council, freed 
from the restraints of the present charter, 
| could certify an amount, of net revenue 
needed by the city for its various purposes 
for the year; and the Clerk, making due 
allowances for abatements, costs of collec- 
tions, etc., would levy such a rate as would 
produce that nef sum, free of all deficiencies, 
In this way, too, the present floating debt 
could be attacked and completely paid off. 

The alleged objection to abandoning the 
present system is, that the city taxes, being 
collected with the State taxes, would be re- 
tained by the several Collectors, until April, 
instead of being paid into the City Treasury 
as now, from day to day; that the County 
Collector in the same way would hold the 
money for several months, and thé city would 
receive itallinalump. Even admitting. this 
objection to have all the force claimed for it, 
it would be a vast improvement on thepresent 


os > 


| system, when the city fails altogether to collect 


from one-fourth to one-half its revenue. But 
the objection is a trifling one, when it is 
known that under the law Collectors 
are required to pay over taxes at 
the times required by law, and that 
it is within the power of the Legislature to 
require that payment to be made weekly 
or monthly, or even daily, and there is no 
question that the Legislature would promptly 
make such direction in the cases of all col- 
lections for city purposes, by Town and 
County Collectors; so that objection loses its 
force. An application by the Mayor, Comp- 
troller, or the Corporation Counsel, to the 
Legislature, to make such a regulation with 
regard to city taxes, would be promptly com- 
plied with beyond question. 

The city officers, however, 
tenacious affection to the old system. They 
abhor change which reduces office-holders. 
They confess the deplorable condition of the 
city finances, acknowledge that the situation 
is growing worse every day, but seemingly 
are helpless to avert the inevitable result 
to which the city is drifting. Not one of them 
has an adequate suggestion to offer, except 
to float the city along until a new Administra- 
tion comes in to repeat the operation, on the 
principle of ‘After me the deluge.” 


HELP FOR THE PUBLIC LIBRARY. 

At a meeting of citizens held last Thursday 
evening, several committees were appointed 
to visit the merchants, insurance men, lum- 
bermen, manufacturers, attorneys, bankers, 
the Board of Trade, capitalists, railroads, and 
other business men and corporations, to so- 
licit contributions of funds to the Public Li- 
brary forthe purchase of books. ‘These com- 
mittees were made up from among the fore- 
most business men of the city, and we hope 
that every one of them will consider it a per- 
sonal duty of paramount importance to de- 
vote sufficient time to the work to make up in 
the aggregate the deficiency left in the city 
appropriation. Todo this it will be neces- 
sary to raise at least $25,000 by subscrip- 
tion’; and, if every one of the commit- 
tees will organize and go about the work 
systematically, we are confident that this 
amount of money can be obtained in two 
weeks time. All of itis to be devoted to 
the purchase of books, and will thus go to 
the permanent improvement of the Library ; 
and the appeal to the best interests of the 
community is so strong that it cannot be re- 
sisted by any good citizen who has a dollar to 


The uses and necessities of the Public 
Library were admirably set forth by Mr. 


the’ meeting of .Thursday evening. The 
growth of the institution has been simply un- 
paralleled. With a practical existence of less 
than a year, it has the largest number of 
daily book-borrowers in the country. The 
Boston Library, which has been in operation 
twenty-one years, has an average of 862 daily 
borrowers; the Cincinnati Library, 778; the 
New York Mercantile Library, 654; and 
the Chicago Public Library has an 
average daily circulation of 1,651, and 
in one day as many as 2,539 books 
were loaned ont. As against this showing 
the Boston Library has 182,000 books; the 
Cincinnati Library, 60,000; the New York 
Mercantile Library, 140,000; and the Chicago 
Library less than 54,000 volumes. In other 
words, the Chicago Publie Library, with 
about one-fourth the avérage number of vol- 
umes, has about three times the average 
number of readers. In spite of this discrep- 
aney, which should have suggested every 
possible effort to increase the resources of 
the Library as one of the most) valuable

The 20,000 (people who ndw borrow 
books from | the Publie Library are 
made up of} all ages, ¢dnditions, and 
sexes, since the privilege is free.. When 
2,000 people take books home every 
night, there are at least several hundred who 
would otherwise be engaged in more danger- 
ous work than reading books. We venture 
the prediction that as the free circulation of 
books increases the number of saloons and 
brothels will decrease. In this way the 
prosperity and growth of the Library will be 
followed pari passu by an improvement in 
the public morals, The family man is inter- 
ested who wishes his sons and daughters to 
remain at home in the evenings; the 
manufacturer and the employer of every 
description ig interested who desires to 
have his workmen and subordinates in 
good condition for their daily duties; every 
man is interested who has faith in the in- 
tellectual progress of the world. If the preg- 
ent wide-spread eagerness to improve the 
opportunities of the Public Library be curbed 
and defeated by allowing the supply of books 
to fall off, it may be impossible at any future 
time to restore it. It can be maintained and 
increased, however, by steadily meeting the 
demand with an adequate supply. 
we hope the $25,000 needed will be furnished 
promptly by the people, and the present 
City Government deservedly rebuked for di- 
verting to political uses more than half of 
what the law provides the Library should re- 
ceive.

No prominent names in our time are more 
intimately and unenviably associated than 
these two. Brkouer and Trmton wave been 
bosom friends, coadjutors in literary work, 
engaged in the same church and moving in 
the same gocial circle, and now they are 
struggling in a déeath-grapple in which one— 
perhaps both—must go down.

Both have great energy of 
character and ambition. Both have sought 
to be reformers, Both, after a sort; are re- 
ligious. 

But in many things they differ besides their 
inequality of age,—their disparity here being 
sume fifteen years, Brrcren has a vast ap- 
petite for books, but he has read at random, 
trusting to his genius to assimilate what was 
wanted for his purpose, and using freely all 
agreeable intellectual stimulants in preparation 
for his professional work. He is quick in 
his mental movements and sympathies, with 
wonderful readiness of utterance in anecdote, 
address, and repartee. He sees his discourses 
in mental pictures, and depends upon his 
great command of language to give them 
suitable dress and vitality. So he. produces 
a good deal without reflection, and often his 
written and spoken efforts lack an elabora- 
tion essential for elegance, and a singlenéss 
of aim and grace of handling that show a 
high culture and a perfect mastery of the 
material on hand, But he has a won- 
derful aptmess im seeing what will 
touch: our matures impressively, and at 
times he reveals a fine freshness of pictorial 
power in deseription. His humor is genial 
and contagious, and bubbles up along with 
his gravest thought. He is not strongest in 
deliberative essay or voluminous story, but in 
his oratory, which is always interesting, fre- 
quently persuasive, and sometimes artful toa

Brerourr entertains, moves, sometimes in- 
structs, and often melts, his audience. Tx- 
ton begets UWebate, excites dissent, now daz- 
zles and now convinces, and gains at least 
an oratorical triumph. Bzxzcner gets nearer 
the masses, for he is more homely in his dic- 
tion, while at the same time he is idiomatic 
and picturesque. Tron strikes out more 
from the heart of his subject, is more sparing 
of illustrations, and leads you on with a more 
intense directness to the point in view. 
Bercuer is full of shrewd diversions, and 
attractive anecdote and gescription. Triton 
shows more respect for your taste and your 
tendency to reason. As a literary offering 
Bereuge presents you a dish of various 
fruits, bad and good. Truron selects and 
gives what seems choice. If any are rotten, 
the fair side is sure to be uppermost. Brzcu- 
er and Tr.Ton are both inconsiderate, but 
while the former in his ardent feeling fre- 
quently enunciates half-truths with tremen- 
dous emphasis, which he afterwards qualifies, 
the latter sometimes advocates questionable 


- doctrine with elaborate argumentation and 


persistent enthusiasm. Brrecusr has the 
move devout nature, Trton the more inquir- 
ing and skeptical one. In dangerous crises, 
character, Brrouzn gets 
alarmed, loses confidence in himself, and 
cominits his cause to the care of his friends. 
Trtox, when beset, looks out for his own 
interests, and is as watchful as a hawk 
of every advantage that is within his 
reach. Brecuer excludes from his hearsay 
the disagreeable verdict of men about himself. 
Tittox opens his ears to listen to what is re- 
ported of him from the four quarters of the 


Triton is cunning im disclosures, Brxcuzr 
depends upon his publi¢ reputation and résts 
in the verdict of the past. Tiron strives to 
repair a reputation, which was badly dam- 
aged, by an explanation of the past that shall 
reverse the judgment that condemned him. 
Brucuer is the more natural character. Tur- 
tow is the finer genius, Brxcuwer has been 
foolish in the management of his case, and 
time will. show whether or not Tiron has 
been foolish in giving him a case to manage.

The New York 7imes is of opinion that it has 
reference to the late King of Hanover, who, 
while Duke of Cumberland, was alleged to be 
guilty of most infamous crimes, among them 
A writer in 
the Graphic, however, daims that the book is 
a scandalous chronicle which appeared in 
1830, purporting to give “an accurate ac- 
count of the secret merriage of King Groror 
EV, with Mrs, Firzagrpunt, and of the issue 
of that marriage—a son, who was either kept 
in concealment or spirited out of the country, 
but who, if this story be true, could now 
make very strong pretensions to the British 
throne and the title of Gsonez V.” The 
same writer further says: 

About three years ago the scanial threatened to 
buret forth again, for a single copy of the book which 
had aurvived the destruction of tlie origmal edition 
carhe into the possession of the editor of the London 
Standard, who threatened to publish it serially in his 
paper. This came to the ears of the Government, 
which at cace effered.the editor the choice of two 
alternativee—cither to publish the story and go to 
prison for contempt of the Lord Chancellor, or to re- 
frain from publishing it and accept £5,000 for his copy 
of ‘the book, The editor looked upon the latter alterna- 
tive as the rnore desirable of the two, and pocketed the 
£5,000, turting over the book to be burned. With the 
destruction of this copy the Government supposed 
that the work was extinct, but it has lately been ru- 
moreéd that one more ¢opy of the book remains, end is 
somewhere in America, 

This little book is not the only ‘ skeleton” 
in the Royal family. Indeed, the family is 
now and has been kept busy for years look- 
ing after the book-makers who have dipped 
into the royal scandals and served them up 
for the editication of lovers of Royal gossip. 
The author of “The Ingoldsby Legends” 
mentions that he had been shown a cupy of Capt. 
Rock's letters to the King, containing a list of 
the Irish Peers, a history of their families, 
and the disreputable conduct of the same. 
Five hondred copies were issued, and the 
whole were seized and burned. Another 
work which tlie English authorities have in- 
dustriously sought to suppress is a “ History 
of the F'rrzuensert Letters,” published afew 
years ago by BEenTLEr, giving an account of 
the lgison between Mrs. Firzmenpert and 
Grorcz IV. With regard to Mrs. Frrzuxr- 
BERT, the writer in the Graphic, to whom we 
have before alluded, sys: 

She died at an advanced age in the early part of the 
present reign, and, according to the Buyriey story, 
she ;oufided to her executors a sealed packet, which 
was to be deposited in bank and to remain nnopened 
unless her character wae assailed, when it was to be 
opened and published in viudication of the purity of 
her relations with Gronen IV. The executors, who 
were the Duke of WriLiLtioron, Lord ALmemMaRtp, 
andianother, deposited the packet in Courrs’ bank, 
but a few years after her death a highly offensive at- 
tack upon, her memory was mad¢ in the Edinburg 
Review, Upon this tho third exechtor requested the 
consent of his colleagues to have the packet in Courrs 
bank opened and its contents, whith were believed to 
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which has dealt 4 terrible blow at the Bruns- 
wiox family, The first part which has ap- 
peared pronoundes ‘‘the first: gentleman in 
Europe” to be ‘a cowarily, unfeeling dog” 
and ‘fan odious beast,” and has produced a 
skeleton in the Gonyneuam family by describ- 
ing the relations between Lady Conynenam 
and Grorce IV., her husband and son being 
kept in the palace with a full knowledge of 
the relations between her and _ the 
King, and the three carrying off 
everything of value immediately after 
the death of the King. The second half of 
the book, however, was the skeleton in the 
present family, as it concerned the present 
reign, and especially the late Prince Con- 
sort. An immense pressure has been brought 
to bear upon Mr. Rezyz, the editor of the 
Memoirs, to suppress'thé second part, as it 
would stand in very severe contrast with the 
proper and staid life of the Prince Consort, 
which the Queen and Mr. Marrrm have been 
writing together. It is reported that Mr. 
Rzxve, satisfied with the immense profits of 
the first installment, has consented to with- 
hold the second. The publication of the 
Memoirs has been the signal for a shoal 
of satires and lampoons upon the Royal 
family, among them ‘‘The Coming K——,” 
which scores the Prifice of Wales; the 
‘* Siliad,” which depicts his adventures with 
two of his boon companions; the “ Fijiad,” 
of the same general tenor ; and ‘‘Jon Duan,” 
which is full of Court scandals. All of these 
works have had an immense sale, and new 
editions of all of them are in press. 

All this is sad business. It shows that 
Royalty is very human; that, although it 
wears crowns and coronets, and has wealth, 
and influence, and power, it also has all the 
vices to which flesh is heir; and that one 
little stray copyiof a book keeps it in a con- 
stant tremor of fear lest it should be given 
to the world in multiplied form. But sup- 
pose that the Government succeeds in getting 
possession of this copy, what assurance will 
it have that the possessor has not made a 
copy of it before parting with it and taking 
the handsome reward? 


THE POLICE AND THE GAMBLERS. 

The events of the last week have shown 
that it is an open question in Chicago whether 
the law and the courts or the gambling fra- 
ternity exercise a superior authority. The 
Grand Jury, and the Prosecuting Attorney, 
and the Court did their duty, and yet a score 
or more notorious and avowed gamblers 
escaped conviction. ‘The reasons for this 
escape were twofold: 1. In several instan- 
cas the Police Justices anticipated the Crim- 
inal Court by fining the gamblers a small sum. 
The judgments in these cases were appealed 
from to the Circuit Court, and there, with a 
long docket of like appeals, remain to be 
tried at some day in the remote future. 
Stil, under our law, the judgment of 
the Police Court is re@ognized as a pre- 
vions conviction, barring any subsequent pros- 
ecution. 2. Thefailure of the testimony by 
the police officers, who, according to Capt. 
Buceury, have been instructed or admonished 
to keep away from gambling houses, and, 
generally, to know as little concerning them 
as possible. For imstance, Capt. Bucxizey 
himself, an intelligent and generally efficient 
officer, declared that he did not know the 
reputation of a certain establishment so no- 
torious that there is hardly a bootblack or 
newsboy in Chicago that cannot describe the 
character of its business and of its pro- 
prietors and patrons. There was therefore 
no evidence furnished by the police. The 
police and the Police Courts combined stood 
between the gamblers and justice, atid the 
former went forth free. 

The responsibility for the silence or igno- 
rance of the police force rests upon the 


‘Police Commissioners. Whatever tie exists 


between the gamblers and the public authori- 
ties is of a political character. The gambling 
fraternity, with its affinities in all the crimi- 
nal and degraded classes, constitutes, when 
united, an active body of unscrupulous lead- 
ers of the criminal classes, controlling both 
primary meetings and elosely-divided wards 
anil districts. This body of sin and crime 
has no fixed habitation. It can be moved 
into any precinct, ward, or district, or spread 
over several, and can be depended upon for 
any number of votes required by its em- 
ployers. 

_ There has been no interference with or dis- 
turbance of the gambling fraternity since 
Wasnzurn went out and the ‘“ People’s 
Party” rule came in, They have had practi- 
cally the “ freedom of the city.” They have 
availed themselves of this immunity in the 
most unlimited manner. They have kept 
their gambling-houses open to the public, 
have played their games without disguise, and 
yet the police have had ‘‘no knowledge” 
of their transactions! The gambling-houses 
and faro.dens have, under this freedom from 
arrest, multiplied in number prodigiously, 
Gamblers have been .attracted hither from all 
the other cities by this immunity from arrest 
and disturbance. The public have become 
familiarized with the vice in all its 
forms, and the daily gatherings of 
the gamblers, and the confidence-men, 


and the thieves upon their exchange have’ 


been as open and as notorious as the 
meetings of the Merchants’ Exchange. The 
parades of this regiment of sharpers on the 


streets, with their array of diamonds, and 


jewelry, and fine apparel, have evidenced the 
prosperity of the business, as well as the 
conscious security with which it was carried 
on. 


The people of Chicago have become tired 


of this. They have no share or interest in 
any contracts in for political services. If the 
Police Commissioners, or the Superintendent, 


or both, have had.any political reason for ex- 


tending this long immunity to the gamblers, 
then that immunity has continued long 
enough. The time has come when the police 
force must be used to break up these 
gambling-dens, and run _ the villains 
out of the city. 
for the Police Commissioners or the 
Superintendent to bandy between them the 
responsibility for the past neglect of duty. 
The future places the responsibility upon the 
Commissioners, and they cannot avoid it,

JOURNALISTIC COMPETITION. 

The Springfield (Mass.) Repudlican of a re- 
cent issue has a very sensible article on Jour- 
nalism as a Business, which contains many 
home truths, however unpalatable they may 
be. The material facts of the article are that 
newspaper expenses are increasing faster 
than income, and will continue to increase 
until radical changes are forced, and in proof 
of the truth of this assertion the New York 
Tribune and Times are cited, two journals 
which were never so good journals as now, 
and whose gross incomes werg never 
greater, and yet, owing to their ambitious 
rivalry, everything is exhausted in ex- 
Mr. Raymonp’s theory was, 
not that mewspapers should cease to 
better themselves and employ more facilities 
for getting news, but that ther number 
should be decreased, and that they must be 
divided into two classes: first, those of a 
limited circulation and higher cost, reaching 
the more intellectual and influential classes 
of society ; and, second, those of larger cir- 
culations, smal} and cheap-in cost, covering 
the more practical and material departments 
of life. This was atheory of Mr. Raymonn’s 
over ten years ago. Were he living now he 


would urge his theory still more forcibly, for . 


the enterprise of the American newspaper in 
collecting news has developed more in the 
last ten years than in the half century pre- 
ceding. | 

There is probably ne other business in this 
country which is so sharply and unceasingly 
competitive, and which so thoroughly ex- 
hausts the resources at its command, as the 
journalistic. The daily metropolitan news- 
paper utilizes the telegraph to the amount of 
thousands of dollars per week, It has its 
general and special correspondents wherever 
there is news to be found.) It employs special- 
ists for special occasions, It gathers the daily 
news not only from its city and $tate, but 
from the United States, and from dvery part 
of the world reached by telegraph and mail. 
It has already run themonthly magazines down 
to a very small circulation and ‘killed many of 
them, and it has more or less influenced 
the sale of general literature by invading its 
domain. The scientist; the lecturer, the 
clergyman, find it to be their mouthpiece, even 
without their knowledge. There is little use for 
scientific journals or for religious newspapers 
now. Every provinceof thought, knowledge, 
and news is ransacked by this omnivorous 
collector, and subsidized by it. The results 
of this gigantic work are furnished to the pub- 
lic for the pittance of a few cents, and, as 
there is noother business which develops such 
exciting rivalry and eager, constant competi- 


| tion, in like manner there is no other busi- 


ness which furnishes the resultsof competition 
at so small a price. The result of all this is 
that only a few of the larger papers, which 
have an extensive circnlation and advertising 
patronage, can make any money. Their in- 
come is exhausted in the outgo, and they are 
in a state of chronic poverty all their days, 
living in some mysterious manner like indi- 
viduals similarly afflicted. In the case of 
the great daily newspapers, undonbtedly this 
fact is attributable partly to waste of labor 
growing out of the want of skilled and trained 
men, and paftly to the expenditure of money 
for unimportant matter, growing out-of the 
necessities of competition. Just at present 
hard times and dull business affedt the busi- 
ness of all papers; but the general fact re- 
mains that the competition for news between 
the great daily newspapers is exhausting the 
receipts of most of them. How this problem 
will be solved remaing to be seen. It may 
solve itself by the collapse of some of the su- 
perfluous sheets,

And how are these itions to be avoided

‘There is 
just one other way of escape “from this 
dilemma, and that only ends in another. 
It is the third method of preach- 
ing other people’s sermons,—a familiarity 
with them which so charges, we may say 80 
surcharges, the memory with them that the 
preacher is at last unable to tell whether his 
extempore phraseology or protempore 
“skeleton” is his own or that of another 

er of another era. This is some 
preacher's skeleton in the closet, which some- 
times breaks jail and stalks abroad, t@ the 
fismay of the flock and theruin of its un- 
fershepherd. The whispered gossip of 
the preacher's plagiarism has in some 
cases grown into a hurricane of indigna- 
tion that drove him from the pulpit, 
which, perchance, he leaves protesting 
his innocence of the charge. The identity of 
phraseology he attributes to chance, or to the 
fact that “‘ Great minds run in the same chan- 
nels.” Be that as it may, there is no doubt 
that in the case of such a preacher a good 
memory is the worst kind of a memory. This 
plagiarism by absorption, then, being just as 
perilous as any form of the vice, we have no 
hesitation in saying that the less a preacher 
knows of other people’s sermons the less like- 
ly he will be. to absorb and reproduce 
them.

THE BENGAL PAMINR 


fhe great famine which has during the last 
year devastated India is at an ond, and Sir 
Ricuarp Tremp e, the late Special Commissiouer 
for the famine districts, has submitted to his 
Government his final report on’ the relief opera- 
tions. It contains some very interesting state- 
menta. The tract of country in which the fam- 
ine was lately raging is situated in the Province 
of Behar, under the jurisdiction of the Lieu- 
tenant-Governor of Bengal, and the greatest 
distress prevailed in -the Zillahs (counties) 
of Patna and Tirhoot. These two districts are 
the most prosperous ,and flourishing under the 
Government of Bengal. Tirhoot, espedially, 
is called the garden of India. It produces 
the finest indigo, and furnishes one-quarter 
of the quantity annually exported froni 
Bengal of this valuable staple. It is 
also one of the best opium-growing distri¢ts of 
India. Owing to the fertility of the soil, and the 
generally abundant rain-fail, as well as the nu- 
merous rivers, fed from the snowy ranges of the 
Himalaya Moun tains, famines have beep al- 
most unknown in the Province of Behar. The 
causes which brought on the late famine were 
a failure of the rains during the scason of 1873, 
simultaneous with a scanty supply of water 
from the melting snows of the Himalayan 
glaciers. The result was a drought, and itg con- 
sequence an almost entire failure of the erops 
of the season of 1873-'4. The intensity of the 
famine was the greater as the people had made 
no preparations for so unusual an occurrence. 
On the contrary, the export of grain is said to 
have been unusually brisk up to the beginning 
of the cold weather of 1873-'4, when it wag dis- 
covered that the supplies of grain were ¢ex- 
hausted. 

The first rumors of a famine from the outly- 
ing districts were poob-poohed, but they soon be- 
came alarming. The Government of India, having 
still fresh im ite recollection the famive i the 
Northwest Provinces of 1861, during which half 
a million of people died; and the Orisea famine 
of 1865-6, during which over one million of ha- 
man beings perished from hunger and disease, 
bestirred itself in time, and appointed a Special 
Commissioner to report on the famine, and, if 
necessary, suggest measures to be adopted. The 
officer selected for this responsible duty was Sir 
Ricnarp Tempie, at the time financial member 
of the Indian Viceroy’s l—one of the 
ablest officers of the Indian Civil Service. — 

With the experience gained in former fam- 
ines, Sir Riomanp Tempiez reported that the laws 
of demand and supply were inoperative in an 
emergency of the kind then on his hands. He 
waa of opinion that, in the usual eourse of 
trade, the province could not be supplied by the 
mercantile elasses with food sufficient for the 
millions of people that had become destitute ; 
moreover, that previous famimes had demon- 
strated that the grain-merchanta and petty deal- 
ers made it not their object to relieve the dis-

breadth of the famine-stricken districts. Over 
4,000 miles of road were constructed, at a cost 
to the Government of £1,750,000; and gave 
(aces) to. 1,730,000, human beings 
(m women, and children). In addi- 
tion the railwav, 50,000 | bullock-carts 
(with two bullocks to each) and 15,000 pack 
bulflocks were employed in the ‘transportation 
and distribution of food. Over four millions of 
bage of rice, exceeding in weight 326,000 tons, 
were imported and distributed at the expense of 
the Indian Government, It waa either sold be- 
low cost, or used for feeding the destitute. Every 
person receiving relief was bound to do some 
equivalent in work. This is an example which 
might advantageously be imitated by the Relief 
and Aid Society of this city, 

The largest pumber of people receiving relief » 
amounted, at one time, to 4,500,000 individuals. 
The entire cost of the relief operations to the 
Indian Government hag not yet been ascer- 
tained, as the accounts are pot yer all closed ; 
but it is estimated at near £8,000,0C0, or nearly 
$45,000,000 in currency. This famine has really 
been a heavy tax on the Indiab Treasury; bat 
the money has been well spent. Whereas during 
former famines people perished like flies, scarce- 
ly any deaths from starvation occurred during 
this last one. 

The famine has really been a blessing to the 
distressed districts, by supplying them with 
4,000 miies Of roads, which, under ordinary cir- 
cumetances, those districts could not have ob- 
tained in fifty years. Owing to the natura! fer- 
tility of the soil, the districts wil] soon recover 
from the calamity from which they lately suf- 
fered, but the roads constructed are a permanent 
improvement of their country. 

Besides the Government assistance, large 
sums were contributed by private individuals, 
European as well as netive. The Maharajah of 
Burdwan, for exampie, spent £42,000, and the 
Durbangah Rajah’s estates £240,000, in afford- 
ing relief. 

For his services in these famine-relief opera- 
tions, Sir Rrcwirnp Tempe has earned the thanks 
of his Government and the gratitude of the en- 
tire population of the Province of Beliar. More- 
over, his services have been rewarded by bis ap- 


pointment as Lieutenant-Goveruor of Bengal. 
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TALES IN POLITICAL ECONOMY. 


_——- 


Tatezs mx Pokrricat Economy. By Mruuicest Gaz- 
nett Fawortr. London; Macmillan & Co, 1874, 


This little book by the gifted wife of Prof. 
Fawcett, the eminent political e¢ouomist, is in- 
tended as an aid to those who are snogayed in 
the task of teaching political economy. It con- 
sists of four tales, illustrating some of the main 
principles of the science in a most happy man- 
ner. The first, the Srimats, is devoted to show- | 
dng the effects of protection to native industry ; 
and we can recommend it to all opponents of' 
free trade. The Srimatsa were a people who had 
had no intercourse with other people for 
200 years, and who made everything they used 
thems¢lves, food, clothing, and machinery. 
Capt. Adama, an old sailor, whotells the story 
of Srimats, was anxious to set up a communica- 
tion between them and Acheen for trading pur- 
poses. He found them mild and courteous, liv- 
ing in neatly-built houses and dressed in a neat 
and simple manner. What surprised him was 
that the hereditary members of the Council alone 
were allowed to own the palm trees which yielded 
the palm oil, To enhance the valine of the palm 
oil, the Council of the Srimats had decreed that 
no inhabitant of the island should allow the light 
of the sun to enter his dwelling, Nota chink of 
light passed through the windows, Thus a good 
market was eecured for the palm oil. To pro- 
tect native industry, they found it absolutely 
necessary to shut out the light of the sun. 


When Capt. Adams wished to engage 
them in trade with <Acheen, a Chief 
of the tribe told him that two-thirds 


of the people were occupied in the mak- 
ing of palm oil, that the other third had to pro- 
vide food and clothing for all, and that there 
was nothing left which they could exchange for 
the products of other lands. The old Captain 
saggested that holes should be made in the 
walls of the houses, and that the two-thirds of 
the population engaged in the manufacture of 
palm oil should be employed in the calti- 
vation of spices. Tne Chief rejoined that to 
take such a step would be to rednce the palm- 
plantation laborers to beggary by destroying the 
most important industry of theisland. The in- 
habitants would not even listen to a proposition 
to tranefer the labor gradually from the cultiva- 
tion of the palm to the cultivation of spices. 
Capt. Adams had to leave the island, and the 
Srimate continued to enjoy the luxury of their 
bad-emelling. lamps. The story is intended 


to show that when once protection 
has obtained in «a country it is im- 
possible to get rid of it without 


injuring those who have inverted their capital 
and labor in the protectedindustry. Itis an un- 
fortanate fact that,to a certain extent, the

The second story—that of the Shipwrecked 
Sailors—illustrates the economic principles of the 
division of labor, the influence of luxurious 
habits on the well-being of a people, of that of 
increase of population on the cost of food ; also 
of the principles that a demand for commodities 
is not a demand for labor, and of a few others 
which will be better understood from the fol- 
lowing condensed account of the story itself: 
Capt. Adams is ehipwrecked with his 
passengers and crew on a small cninhabited 
island ia the Pacific. Fgom the goneral wreck 
they saved a few small articles, but only sach 
things as were washed ashore. They acted on 
the principle that ‘‘ Findings is keepings.” Three 
men hauled to shore sa case containing tweive 
dozen pairs of boots. Ond man who had found 
a case of epirits offered a bottle of ram in ex- 
change for a pair ef boots. Another, the finder

There are other principles the truth of which 
is brought home to the reader by the story of 
‘the Shipwrecked Sailor, not of so much imme- 
diete interest as those just illustrated, for the 
elacidation of which we must recommend them 
to the book itself. 

‘The third story—Is!e Pleasant—shows the in- 
convenience of barter, and the part played by 
‘money in commerce. A better chapter on the 
nature and use of a good circulating medium we 
have vowhere read. Isle Pleasant was the name 
that Capt. Adama had given to the settlement 
made by the shipwrecked sailors. Tired of carry- 
ing on their exchanges by means of barter, 
the islanders introduced cocoa-nuts as a species 
‘of money, The cocoa-nuts had two of the nec- 
‘eusary elements of velue. They were useful ip 
themselves, and there was some difficulty in ob- 
taining them. But there were a few drawbacks 
to their use. They varied in value. A hurri- 
cane now and then blew down a dozen of trees. 
The value of the nuts declined rapidly for a 
time, Sometimes they were very plentiful; at 
others very scarce. Parties who had agreed at a 
definite time to deliver a certain number were 
liable to find them very difficult of attainment 
aod very much enharced in value. Then the 
bulk of the cocoa-vat was another very strong 
objection to their being used as a medium of ex- 
change. Sometimes, vhen the value of the arti- 
cle purchased was very small, it became neces- 
gary to divide a cocoanut into very little bits, 
aod sometimes it was necessary to carry 100 
cocoa-nuts on the back to pay a bill. Sueh was 
the condition of the crculating medium in the 
island when a chest of gold pieces was 
discovered among the rocks and hauled 
tosbore. The chest contained £7,450. Some 
of the finders of the gold stopped working. 
Gradually the money became more evenly dis- 
tributed among the settlers. Prices became 
fixed for a time; but, as the supplyof money in 
the island was absoluitaly limited, while the busi- 
ness of the little colory, was iocreasing all the 
tine, money increased in value; that ia, a 
snialler quantity of god and silver was exchang- 
‘ed for other commodiikes, and prices fell. Thus 

there was a steady ncréase in wealth in the 
island, and a steady decline of prices. On ac- 
conot of the rapid rise in the value of gold, the 
estilers now had-reeourse to written promises to 
pay, and thus very freyuently the use of money 
in effecting exchanges was dispensed with aito- 
gether. (Written promises to pay made by 
a number of men were exchanged and debts 
canceled without the transfer of a shilling, 
just as debts are canceled every day in large 
commercial communites. 

The last story—the ‘Islanders’ Experience of 
Foreign Trade "—tellahow Capt. Adame set sail 
for San Fvancisco with producta of the island, 
plantains, planiain flow, cloth, plantain wine, 
cabinet work, etc., etc. The settiers all insisted 
that they would have nothing in exchange for 
their goods but money—not other goods. Gold 
and silver pieces werethick as blackberries, in 
Sean Francisco, and the ship returned with a 
plentiful supply of hem, A little millenniam 
on the island was expected from the influx of all 
this gold. It turned at otherwise. The cpm- 
modities for home comumption had been reduced 
by exportation, and noney alone had been ob- 
tained. Inc result was that money became 
cheap and all other thngs dear. Next time the 
islanders changed ther tactics, and exchanged 
their goods for San Francisco goods, The result 
was both San Francis and ‘the island was bene- 
fited. The inhabitants of each obtained what 
they wanted from eachother cheaper and better 
than it could be prodaced at home. « Litile or no 
money pagsed betwem the two places, and thus 
the islanders learned that “ Foreign trade, to bs 
permanent and benefidal, must be in the nature 
of an exchange for conmodities.”

/arious Experiments Made. 
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To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune: : 
Cuicaco, Jan. 28.—Having noticed with grati- 
fication your interest in the abolition of the 
smoke nuisance, which prompted you to publish 
a series of articles, I will yexiture to furnish, in 
addition, or supplementary to these articles, the 
information I have on the subject of combus- 
tion, and excuse the venture by the fact that, 
in former stages of life, I had opportunity and 
oceasion to investigate the subject somewhat. 
Besides the theory of combustion furnished by 
your reporter, to say the least of it, is rather 
liable to leave people wanting ‘information on 
the subject pretty much where they were be- 


fore. 
COMBUSTION, 

The recognized interchangeable forces of na- 
ture are heat, light, electricity, chemical affinity. 
What we cali phenomena are but the interchange 
of these forces, which must be regarded as mere 
forms of one common energy. When heat in- 
creases beyond a certain boundary, light will 
make its appearance, the heat beyond this bound- 
ary partly assuming the form ofjight. When 
electricity sets in it is at the expense of the 
other forms. So does the destruction of affinity 
yield heat, light, or clectricity, Kelated ele- 
ments will combine. In the act of combination 
the affinity is destroyed, and heat appears in all 
cases. If there is much affinity, and the process 
of combination is lively, ther light will appear 
with the heat. Whenever this is the case we 
have to deal with combustion, which is the com- 
bination of elements under development of heat 
and light. It is not necessary in all cases that 
one of these elements must be oxygen, though 
commonly this is the case. Combustion may 
take place with hydrogen and other elements,— 
chlorive, for instance, combining with hydrogen 
under developmmt of heat and light, Com- 
bustion which ig imstantaneous is called ex- 
plosion, 

FUEL, 

The principal elements of fuel are carbon and 
hydrogen mixed with more or less earthy and 
other foreign substances, which are left behind 
as ashes. The hardest anthracite co tains 
the least, the softest bituminous coal the Mrgest, 
amount of hydrogen. Petroleum is a carbo- 
hydrogen, from tbick crude oil down to the 
lightest gasoline, only varying in the propor- 
tions. Resin and turpentine are carbo-hydrogen. 
Fat oil, wood fibre, alcohol, are carbo-hydrogens 
with a proportion of oxygehb. Both carbon and 
hydrogen form lively combinations with oxygen 
under development of heat and light, the prod- 
ucts being in the One case carbonic acid, in the 
other water-vapor, though carbon, imperfect- 
ly combined, may yield buat earbonic oxide. 
In the case of any fuel already containing 
oxygen, there isa iarge surplus of the other 
elements calling more oxygen into requisi- 
tion. To initiate the combinating of the e'ec- 
ments with oxygen se largely diluted as it oo- 
curs in the atmosphere, requires in all ordinary 
cages a hich degree of temperature. The process, 
set once agoing, a8 we all know, generally creates 
more heat than is required fur iis maintenance, 

FLAME. 

Flame accompanies the combustion of gases 
only. Purely carbon merely becomes white 
with heat. The blue flame we observe with coke 
aud hatd coalis either that of hydrogen gaa, 
which, slightly charged with carbon, is separat- 
ed from the coal, or that of carbonic oxide gas 
firat arising out of imperfect combnetion and 
then itself burning when in contact with more 
oxygen. The flame of pure hydrogen gas is or- 
dinarily next to non-luminous, and that of alco- 
ho} and carbonic oxide but littie better. As the 
hydrogen becomes more and more charged with 
carbon the flame increases in luminosity. and 
an overcharge with carbon produces smoke: 
fine particles of the carbon are carried off «with 
thé products of combustion. These particles 
are, bowever, not directly derived from the coal 
—crude coal is not carried off—they are a pre- 
cipitate from carbo-hydrogen gas first developed 
from the coal or oil, which occurs within the red 
central portion of the flame, while the out- 
er rim appears bluish, and the inner 
part white, this white state of  tliese 
precipitated particles of carbon being believed to 
explain the inaminosity of the flame. To render 
the flame of hydrogen gas luminous, it is but 
necessary to introduce into its centre a resistin 
earthy substance, which becomes white-heate 
and throws off some of its molecules. Such is 
the theory of the lime (incorrectly called calcium) 
and zircon lights. 

I willpow mention a remarkable fact, con- 
nected with the degree of pressure of the atmo- 
sphere in which combustion takes place,—a fact 
of the utmost importance as to the question of 
perfect combustion, and with which every engi- 
neer should be. familiar. A dull smoky flaine 


lastly to become almost non-luminous, like 
the ame of alcohol. A  non-lumin- 
ous blue flame becomes brighter 


as the air is condensed 60 as to become lastly 
smoky and quite thick. Thus even the flame of 
pure hydrogen becomes lumicoue under a high 
degree of pressure, which fact would seem to 
upset the theory of luminosity first given, were 
it not, as I believe, for the other fact that com- 
mon air contains, as is well established, quite an 
emount of matter, farnishing carbor and earthy 
particles to the flame. Weall know that the 
gas developed from the wick of a kerosene lamp 
burns with a very smoky flame. Combustion be- 
comes at onve perfect as we put over the flame a 
ehimney which keeps heated,—i. 6.: rarified air 
around it. We likewise know that another mode 
(tho we are lese successful bere) of produc- 
ing a lumnious flame from the oil is to iret ex- 
pand the gaa before allowing it the full contact 
with the air. 
In this connection I will at once mention a 
case in which I instantly solved the proviem of 
perfect combustion in this very manner. For 
heating by means of heavy oil, ‘I bad con- 
structed a flat pan 14 inches in diameter, perfor- 
ated with twenty gas-pipes and sllowing 3¢- 
inch space all around for the purpose of con- 
dncting the air around and into the body of the 
gas. e result was avery dull, smoky flame, 
and the heat was very unsatisfactory. Having 
@ space of about 20 inches below the pan, I at 
once introduced there a basin filied with glowing 
charcoal. At this instant combustion me 
perfect, the flame was perfectly free from 
emoke, and even consumed | 
osited on the -walls of the furnace and pipe. 
The heat, of course, wes very satisfactory. 
ORDINARY COMBUSTION. 
When hard coal is thrown into # furnace there 
is developed a light hydro-carbon gas, which 
may escape wholly or partly uncombined; and, 
if the supply of oxygen is scanty, the combina- 
tion will stop at its first stage under develo 
ment of but half the amount of heat. Carbonie 
oxide will be formed, which ger ay with the 
other gas. Here, then, are chances for consid- 
erabie losses, thoagh particles of carbon itself

Whatever may be the explanation, the result is 
that the gas is consumed, withous occasional ex- 
piosions a.degree that even small lunips 
of s0ft coal may be mixed with the hard coal 
without becoming offensive.

The ditii- 
culty only seems to be to sufficiently heat the 
air, |_A perforated iron bridge may suffice in 
some cases, but ¢dannot be fully relied upom, as 
the experience of Messrs, innis & Co. seems 
to be; their bridgewall-apppratus only givin 
satiafaction in exceptional caseg. If they will 
give a sufficient amount of heating surface to 
the airintroduced, they will doubtless meet with 
general success. Experimentera are apt, as I 

bueve, to overlook one important fact connected 
with furnaces, namely, that thereis great differ- 
ence; in the temperature of their gases, 
Owing mainly to differences in draught, which, 
a8 ig well known, varies with the season as well 
ag with the condition of the atmosphere and 
fyom otber causeg, Hot will bear mixing 
with) cold air more readily than will of 
lesser temperature. A ready mode of ‘aos 
the air suggests itself, as by means of common 
regenerators, through which part or all of the 
products of combustion are allowed to pass 
alterbately. Thip, in fact, was tried thirty years 
ago, under application of a blower, with good 
success as to cembustion, but with poor sncceas 
28 to avy boiler, the heat being too excessive. 
Another mode has been tried by one -Nohl, in 
this State, and the Crane Bros. Manufacturing 
Company had one of their boilers operated by 
bim.’ He blew cold air into the goal to raise the 
temperature of the gas enough to enable kim 
to blow cold airintoit. The success as to per- 
fect combustion) was vory marked, but the heat 
was too excessive, and destroyed the boiler. 

A ¥ery ingenious mode of perfect combustion 
was ‘established | years ago by the Siemens 
Brothers in London. They manufacture the 
gas in a distinct furnace, 200 or 500 feet away 
from the furnage!proper, and condact it to the 
sam@in tunnels.| Their theory ig that the gas 
must be cool, and the air heated, They there- 
fore lead the liot gas on its way through, al- 
ternately, one of two large regenerators, through 
which, vice versa, the air passes, to absorb tie 
heat there deposited. Gas and heated air enter 
the fnrance side by side. Combustion is abso- 
lutely perfect, and enormous temperatures are 
attained. Such furnaces, of course, are not 
appli¢able for steprm-boilers, still it seems to me

The customary paragraph has been going the 
round of the papers announcing the appearance 
for the present year of a publication devoted to 
such Sublime matters as the births, deaths, alli- 
ances, and genealogies of sovereign Princes and 
Princesses,—a work which naturally casts all 
mere Peerages, beatific as these may be, com- 
pletely into the shade. It is needless to say that 
we refer to the well-kngwn * Al de 


Gotha.” 

One hundred and eleven years ago—a few 
months after the birth of that august infant who 
was to develop into the finest gentleman of 
Europe, and aiter the strangulation of the Czar 
Peter by the ancestor of the Orloffa—merely a 
week or two, moreover, before the termination 
of the seven years’ war, and when such notable 
monarchs as Frederick the Great, Maria Theresa, 
Catherine I1., Louis XV., and George III. oc- 
cupied the throbes of Europe-—the first number 
of the *‘Almanach de Gotha” made its ap- 
pearance, It was then, and for some years to 
come, a sleoder brochure of twenty pages, 
simply containing the calendar, the times of 
the departure or arrival of the Gotha 
couriers, a. table of moneys; anc some 
elegantly eograved tablets on which to inscribe 
one’s daily losses and gains at dards, At this 
epoch French wasin fashion at all the German 
Courts, and especialiy at Gotha, where Voitaire 
had sojourned after his quarrei with Frederick - 
the Great, and had Brought the French ianguage 
and literature more than ever into favor. ft was 
for this reason that Herr Yon Rothberg, the orig- 
inal publisher of the Almanack, judiciously pro- 
daced his brochurein French; perceiving that 
Germen was not sufficiently aristocratic to insure 
a reception for 1tat Court, The result showed 
his wisdom, and in French the Almanack bas 
continued to be printed uatil the present time. 
The first material change was made io the Al- 
manack for 1753 at the arp ot eek Herr Klap- 
pel, who had accompanied the bereditary Prince 
of Saxe-Gotha to Paris in the capacity of a ta- 
tor. Heconceived the bold idea of largely in- 
creasing thesize of the publication, which had 

: acquired celebrity, and, in accordance 
with iis suggestion, the title of that year’s is- 
sye announced the addition of “ various, curi- 
ous, aud usefal items of knowledge;” said 
items: consisting of an article on the genealogy 
of the reigning families, a chrono list of 
the rk evors of Germany, notes on astronomy, 
and bles showing the number of years indi- 
viduals of a given age might expect to live, with 
hygievic hints, and articles on the organization 
of earth, and mankind in gereral.

Now I had an ardent desire to cali on a lion in |

We followed his 
advide in making our purchases and arrange- 
ments, and on the thifd day after we took leave 
of the Colonel and dur friends, telling them we 
were going off for a few days’ shooting, and 
boarded the cara fdr Blidah, a place about 30 
miles southwest from here. We found Blidaa a 
very interesting town of 10,000 inhabitants, with

trace briefly the history of some 

KINDRED INSTITUTION IN EUROPE, 
and for thie purpoge I will select that of the 
Jardin des Plantes, the national botanical gar- 
den of France, at Paris. 

This garden, like nearly all things eminently 
useful to the world, had a very modest bezin- 
ning, and the history of its successive metamor- 
plioses are exceedingly interesting. It 
originally a piece of ground about 24 acres in 
extent, entirely barren, and surrounded by 
marshes. Since that day, the flora and fauna of 
ali parts of the world, the living and inanimate 
riches of the entire globe, have been accumn- 
lated there. Ail things, im short, have contrib- 
uted samples of every part of creation, from the 
rocks extracted from the primitive strata 
of the earth’s crust, serving as founda- 


tions to the ancient Cybele, to the humble | 


lichen clinging amid glacial atmospheres to the 
pinnacle of the bighest mountains ; from 
the lowest forme of animal infusoria discover- 
able by the most powerful microscope, through 
all the gradations of animal forms to man, 
THE FIRST TO CONCEIVE

THE PROPOSED LANDLORD AND TEN- 
ANT BILL. 
REPLY TO “INDIGO BLUE.” 

Te the Editor of The Chicago Ttibiine: 

€uicaco, Jan. 30.—There have recently ap- 
peared in the columns of your paper some letters 
relative to the relations of landlord and tenant, 
and the proposed evactment of a law regulating 
them. I bave read them, and particularly one 
signed “Indigo Blue,” which appeared on the 
23th, Whatever. may be the motive 
of the writer of said article (and 
of those who baye written in a similar 
vein), his letter presents the view of the subject, 
and advances the same arguments (if they 
may be called stich) as are presented

_and advanced by those belonging to that numer- 


ous class who make ij a rule to pay nothing they 
can get out of paying. ‘“ Constitutional rights 
as an American freeman,” ‘‘ Beneficent exemp- 
tion laws for the protection of the poor man 
avainst the grinding extortion of the rich,” 
“ Grasping and heartless landlords,” and simi- 
lar spread-eagle bumcombe and clap-trap are al- 
ways to be found at hand with the clase referred 
to, to create public opinion against those who are 
constantly their victims, and against any meas- 
ure caleulated to invade their long-established 
richt, as free-born citizens, to pay or hot to pay 
their just debts, at their option. 

While the framers of the Exemption laws in- 
tended that they should constitute a protection 
to the honest man, who, from sicknezs or un- 
avoidable misfortunes, has become unable to 


| find the means to pay for shelter and. food for 


his family, I can hardly believe that they in- 
tended or expected that, in their practica] opera- 
ation, they would take the wide range that they 
do; that “dead-beatse” who are too lady 
to work for their living should take refuge 
under their protecting wimgs, and secure by 
their aid legal authority.to defy those who have 
been 60 unfortunate as to trust them, or allow 
them to become their tenants. The writers of 
those articles claim that landlords should have 
no more leca!l assistance for the collection of their 
rents than sblould the grocer, butcher, and 
baker for the collection of their just claims. 

do not (and I believe no one does) claim 
or expect “class legislation,” an such. 
Landlords simply want - equal - protection 
with the grocer, butcher, and baker, for 
it 1s a fact well known te ali landlords, and to 
most of the public (aud certainly to all of the 
class known a8 “dead-beats”’), that landlords 
under the present Jaws have very little chance 
for redress against non-paying tenants, and are 
certainly in a much worse position in dealing 
with thém than are apy tradesinen, Jf a grocer 
finds that his qustomer is an ‘‘ Exemption law 
protege” who will not pay, he can decline to 
trust iim with another penny’s worth; he can 
lose what the man ‘owes, and can gay to 
him: **You can have no more goods of 
me on credit.” Appeal to thie protecting shield 
of the Exemption law prevents the grocer from 
collecting his just claim ; but the debtor cannot 
go to the. grocer and take his. goods by force, or 
compel him to continue to sell him without pay. 
Not 80 with hig creditor, the landlord, for, after 
exhausting pationce, much yaluable time. and 
probably some money, he finds that his 
tenant does not intend to pay him. Le- 
gal enforcement of payment is barred 
by .the Exemption laws; | he caunot, like 
the tradesman, refuse to sell him more goods, 
for the landlord’s goods, uninelaly for him, con- 
sist of the possession of the premises owned by 
him, which the tenant has and can retain in spite 
of the landior(i, for be knows that he is irre- 
sponsible, and the landlord is responsible; 
hence, ejectment without process of law would 
be hazardous for the landiord. He knows the 
law's delays, and is posted in all of the paints by 
which stays or continuances and appeals are pro- 
cured; how juries almost invariably de- 
cide against law, justice, and the landiords; 
and that, if fipally judgment is obtained against 


him, an appéal and worthiesa bond will insure 


to bim the possession of the premises for 
months. And te the landlord what is the re- 
suit? First, loss of perhaps a year’s rent; sec~- 
ond, a badly used-up house; and, probably 
made vacant at an urseasgonabie time of the year 
for renting ; and, third, losa of time, and good 
money thrown away in the struggle to get the 
right to use Is Own property.

Another Monotonous Day in 


the House, 


What the Republicans Gained by 
the Protracted Session.

LOUISIANA. 
A GLEAM OF HOPE. 
Spectal Dispatch to The yw Tridune, 

Wasuinerox, D. C., Jan. Advices from 
Louisiana represent that the mit recently pro- 
posed by the Conservatives for the compromise 
of the difficulties.in that State wiil doubticsa be 
agreed to. Dispatches received from prominent 
Republicans there indicate that the Hoar Com- 
mittee will substantially agree with the Foster 
Committee op the subject of the Returning 
Board. There is likely, however, to be an 
important difference in respect to intimi- 
dation. There is no doubt thai the 
Hoar. Committee will report that much 
violence has becn used to prevent Republicans 
from voting. Packard has recently telegrapbed 
here that the Republicans are not miakiag such 
a show before the Committee as is desirable, for 
the reason that it is not possivle to obtain the 
attendance of the vecessary witnesses.

DIRECTOR SMITH TESTIFIES. 
Wasutnoton, Jan. 20.—The House Ways and 
Means Committe@ resumed the Pacific Mail 
subsidy investigation this. morning. James D. 
Smith, a Director in the Company: since 1571, 
explicitly contradicted the statement made by 
Irwin imputing to him some knowledgs of Irwin's 
employment by Stockwell, aud Irwin’s receipts 
or expenditures of money, Smith never knew or 
heard that large sums of money were spent in 
Washington or elsewhere b 4 Irwin until monsis 
afterward.
